Spy Pond Playground/North Beach Ramp & 
Parmenter Playground Design 


The Town of Arlington, acting thru the Park and Recreation Commission seeks proposals 
from Landscape Architectural Firms to prepare a final design and construction 
administration for upgrades and improvements to the Spy Pond Playground/North Beach 
and Parmenter School Playground This includes all necessary ADA upgrades to the facility 
per the 2014 ADA Audit. The available budget for the project is $880,000. 


Proposals are due September 13, 2021, no later than 1:00 PM at the Town Managers 
Office/Purchasing Dept., Town Hall Annex, 730 Massachusetts Ave., Arlington, MA 
02476. 


The following is a description of the selected site and anticipated Scope of Work. 


Both Spy Pond Playground and the Parmenter Playground were identified as needing full 
replacement in the last playground audit. Both playgrounds are to be fully renovated with 
equipment, surfacing, site furnishings, pathways, landscaping, and all necessary ADA 
compliant upgrades. The Town of Arlington Park Commission completed a park 
feasibility study in 2021 and conceptual plans and draft budget are available on line for 
review. 


The Conservation Commission’s Spy Pond CPA project was initiated in 2016 with 
specific recreational and environmental goals, including: stabilizing the pond’s banks, 
mitigating erosion, controlling access to the shore, increasing water recreation 
opportunities, enhancing ADA access, and enhancing storm water management. 
Although this larger project is now complete, the North Beach switchback ramp, which 
was an add-alternate option in the original project, was not repaved with porous 
pavement material due to cost constraints. The Commission has all of the construction 
plans needed to renovate the ramp. 


Scope of Services 


The Scope of Services for the above project includes the preparation of the following 

information to assist the Park and Recreation Commission in the final design and 

construction of this facility.

and construction. Including detail about play equipment.

Conservation Commission and Redevelopment Board 

Detailed Cost Estimate from Preliminary Design to Final Design (each phase) 

Estimated Construction Schedule for Final Project 

Regular meetings with representatives of the Park and Recreation Commission (3 

minimum) and Public Hearings (3 minimum for each project). All other permitting 

agencies such as the Conservation Commission as needed (estimate 3).

Commission for approval.
